HE COLOR OF THE BINDING TO BE USED is usually one of the 

colors in the picture and should either blend or contrast with the tone of 

the picture aswellas the mat. For photographswe recommend the white, 
gray and black bindings; for sepias the brown binding; for golf and hunting 
pictures the appropriate shade of red or Scotch plaid, though the greens make a 
harmonious contrast. Other pictures should have color of binding harmonious 
with the style and character of the picture. 

The Narrow WipTuH of gold and silver binding has two important uses: 
First, it can be used in connection with any of the other colors, thus brightening 
the general effect of the picture and making the contrast greater between mat 
and the outside binding, thereby adding much to the attractiveness of the frame. 
Second, itis anaid to the operator in putting on the other color of binding, 
directions for which appear below. 


HOW TO APPLY THE PASSE-PARTOUT BINDING 


LUE picture on mat across the top only. Have the glass, mat and back cut 
perfectly uniform. Make aslit with penknife in the back for the hangers; 
put same through and open on the other side, being careful to press down 

flat. Hold all together witha weight. Cut the binding exact length of glass for 
the two sides, and about one inch longer for the two ends. Moisten the binding 
for the sides and place on the glass. Be careful torub the binding down well after 
ithas adhered tothe glass. To make perfect corners, cut diagonally the shorter 
strip on one end and apply to glass; then cut the other end in the same way 
after itisontheglass. Do not moisten the binding too much orrub off all the 
glue before applying ; a sponge can be used for this purpose. 

To give the necessary crease to the gummed binding our passe-partout 
Creaser, shown on another page of this book, will be found very convenient. 


TO ADD TO THE. EFFEGT BY USE OF DOUBEE BINDING 


UR gold and silver binding in the narrow width is used as an inside border 
where the effect of two colors is desired; cut the strips as described above, 
and place on glass even with the edge, not allowing any to lapover. The 

regular binding is then put over the narrow, leaving a fine and even border of the 
gold or silver.

Ee OR the artistic framing of Passe-Partouts care should be taken to select 
a mat that will be in harmony with the character, color and tone of the 
picture that is to be framed -— the predominant color usually being taken 
as a basis to work upon. Harmony of color may be either two or more Con- 
trasting colors or two or more Blended colors; for instance, a red 
picture with a green mat and red binding would make a harmonious con- 
trast, while a sepia picture with coffee mat and brown binding would make 
a harmony of blended colors ; but in either case the shades or tones of 
the colors must be carefully considered, therefore we have prepared several 
colors and shades of mat stock which will harmonize with the vanous 
numbers of our Passe-Partout Binding, a list of which we give below :
